The coldest Inhabited place in the 
iworld is undoubtedly Verkhoyansk, 
In Northeastern Siberia, with a meau 
Annual temv>crature of less than 
(three degrees above isero, Fshren- 
belt, and a winter minimum of 
leighty-five bel«w. 

Verkhoyansk is in north latitude 
sixty-seven degrees, on the great 
^Arctic plain, scarcely more than one 
huudred and fifty feet alwve the 
ilevel of the sea. Frol)ably there 
would be no town there • if it were 
not necessary to Russian govern- 
{mental purpose to ha veau adminis- 
trative centre for a region where 
many thrifty Yakuts, the fur-trad- 
ing " Jews of Siberia," carry on 
;tbeir operations. 

All its inhabitants, save a few 
lofiicials and other Russians, are 
Yakuts. This does uot prevent its 
being a place of some importaaoe, 
for the Yakuts are the most pro- 
Igressive people in northern Siberia, 
(excelling the BusMiaus tb«>mselvea 
n enterprise aud adaptability to 
Siberian conditions of exis^teuce. 

The average temperature of the 
'Winter in Verkhoyansk is fifty-three 
(degrees below zero, Fahrenheit, 
<The rivers freeze to the bottom, and 
tthe small tre»»8 have l>een known to 
(Snap aud split fioiu the force of the 
ifrost. Yet with all this, Veikhoy- 
jansk is, it is claimed, notadisagree- 
lable place of residence, aud is 
preferred by the Russian officials to 
many more southern and warmer 
posts. Its atmosphere in winter is 
iclear, and for the little time that the 
sun is above the horizon its Iteams 
Hie uuobstructeil. The air, is still, 
too, no lilieiards or drifting snow- 
storms make life a bunien to the 
inhabitants. 

The Siberian dress completes the 
comfort of the citizens of this Arclio 
city. It consists of two suita of- fur, 
an outer aud au inner suit. The in- 
ner suit is worn fur side inward, the 
outer fur side outward. With his 
hood down, aud just enough space 
left to see out of aud to breathe 
through, the Verkhoyausker is vast- 
ly more comfortable in a tempeia- 
ture of eighty below than many an 
American, in his cloth oveicoat, iua 
temperatuie of five degrees altove 
zero. 

The winter, indeed, is Qmr««ajoy- 
able than the summer, which is 
hotter than luiglit be expeoted. 
The average temperature of July iu 
Verkhoyansk is fifty-nine alMwe 
zero, and very hob days are uot 
uncoinuion. The earth becomes 
greeu aud vegetation thrives, 
ttiough only the surface of the 
ground is thawed. At YakuUk, 
which is farther south than Verk- 
hoyansk, but uot much waimer in 
winier, the mercury rises iu Jialy to 
one huudred tl«graaa. — Uarfter'* 
Weekly.

tbe various "ladies" of none too 
goo4l reputation and instructed them 
in the "dummy" racket. iSucli 
ladies are equipped with " dockets," 
setting forth that " this" young 
widow, being afflicted, etc., is at- 
tempting " to secure funds for the 
support and education of her chil- 
dren," and to Ihat end "sells these 
cards and poetry." The cards us- 
ually bear on the reverse side such 
doggerel as: —

AlUKD BY A " HIGH HBBL.." 
Two really famous operators in 
this line are Henry Anmann, known 
on I he road an " Harry Davis," and 
his partner, " Milwaukee Rose." In 
this case Davis alone plays tbe 
"dummy racket," " Rose" »»eing a 
" high heel," who carries a crutch 
and wears on her left fool an ortbo 
pedic shoe to correct an apparent 
shortness of limb. It is from the 
use of Huch a shoe that the term 
" high heel" comes. Tbe effect of 
the appliance is apparently to throw 
out the left hip, and when a crutch 
is used to give verisimilitude the 
effect is quite striking, particularly 
when tbe operator is an artist 
" whose soni is in her work." This 
we may conce<le to " R^iee," prol»a 
biy tbe best munsy getter in this 
line, and much sought by male 
"dummies," 

Davis and Rose when arrested in 
Altoona had in tbeit possession a 
book of operations in the various 
towns t»etween Pittsburg and 
Altoona, which showed an average 
for three or four weeks of $170 a 
week. Tbe money had been sent 
to a certain address in Milwaukee 
for the evident purpose of starting 
a sporting saloon— the highest 
ambition of the mendicant.

Those do- 
ing the work in hand well, and at 
the same time preparing for a bet- 
ter place when ii comes along, are 
the men Ihat jobs seek. What is 
known as the law of supply and de- 
mand is apiilicable to persons as to 
things. If the South grows more 
cotton or the North and West inoie 
grain than the world's requirements 
call for in a year, it is certain that 
these staples will yield low prices 
to the producers. On the other 
hand, continue<l demand and small 
crops mean high prices. So it is in 
the market for men. The mnlti- 
tuile, inert, indifferent and without 
aspiration for higher endeavors, is 
jiaiil poorly ; the Htnbitiftiis, enter- 
prising and achieving minority is 
well paid. The law of supply and 
demand fixes Ihe wages of eaffh. It 
is a natural law and works auto- 
mat icaiiy. No court is required to 
give it interpretation nor to enforce 
its degi'fw. 

■riie man that by hard knocks ac- 
quires the necessary mental attain- 
ments to improve his condition In 
life must have loyalily to his em- 
ployer and his work — or he is likely 
to fail just at the time when success 
is within his grasp- He must have 
in tbe warp and woof of his life 
that quality that prompts a person 
to be true to his Ideals and true to 
the thing he undertakes to do. If 
he has litis in a<ldilion to a well- 
trained an<l well balanced head on 
his shoulders, he stands a splendid 
chance to win. 

But if he is constitutionally care- 
less, slipshod in bis methods, in- 
different in his work, Nature as- 
sumes that he wishes to be a no- 
liody an<l grants his prayer. No 
man ever 8ucf«;eded that did not 
have Ihe grit to expend the neces- 
ary amount of time and energy in 
pieparing for an opportunity when 
it came. And by " preparing for 
an opiwrtnnity," I mean Iraininy 
him self beforeJuind to do the work 
thf oppfjrtunily required. 

A friend of mine that employs 
hundreds of men and boys, has a 
card hanging ovei the desk of each, 
from which I quote the following 
extracts : 

" Watch your work, not the 
clock. A long day's work makes a 
long day short, aud a short day's 
work makes my temtQ long. 

" Give me more than I expect, 
aud I will pay yob mote than you 
expect. I can afford to iucrease 
your pay if you increase my profiles 

" It does (Hjucern me what you do 
at night ; for if dissipation aiTects 
what you do the next day, aud you 
do half as much as I deman<l, you'll 
last half as lung as yon hope. 

" I,)on't resent corr«(!tion. If you 
are worth while keeping, yuu'i-e 
worth while correcting. I dou't 
waste time cutting specks out of 
rotten apples." 

A young man that reads these 
sayings and does not see clearly the 
lessons they bring directly home to 
him will never reach higher than 
the dull level of mediocrity. 

If you have ambition, if you 
dAt.ermine to improve yout condi- 
tion, if you undergo sacrifices of 
time and money, remember that 
tbe greatest asset yon can have with 
it all is flrmnesH of chanurter and 
politeness of rnanuer. And, on 
this Hiitiject of politeness as an as- 
set to a young man in his effort to 
get on In the world, a volume of 
Hennons could not bring the story 
lioiiiu in so direct and forrteful a 
way as does Wall Mason in his 
poem, " Pnlitene/is."

THE STARS ON THE FLAG. 



The days of the territorial ex- 
istence of New Mexico and Arizona 
are limited. Tbe bill admitting both 
to the Union as States was passed 
by the last Congress aud two more 
white stars will be put on the flag. 
Each State must have its constitution 
and these must be approved by Con- 
gress aud the President, but each 
will be a full-fledged State, to be 
reckoned with in the election returns 
in 1911. Once more the stars of tbe 
flag will be regulary arranged, tbe 
six rows containing eight each. 

Alaska aud Hawaii are our 
remaining territories, not counting 
the District of Columbia, but we 
have such outlying possessions as 
Forto Rico, Guam, Tutulia, aud the 
Philippines, where provisional gov- 
ernment has been established atid 
American citizenship is in the process 
of manufacture. The Isthmus Canal 
Zone, too, is a National possession 
which will develope problems of 
of its owu in the future. The Un- 
ion may in time comprise many more 
stars but the present number of 
strifjes will suffice for the flag. 

States have developed and been 
admitted rapidly since Vermont in 
rygr. The longest interval was 
between Colorado, rSyi, and the two 
Dakotas, Montana and Washington 
in 1889. The States since admitted 
having been Idaho, Wyoming, Utah 
Oklanoma, New Mexico, and Arizo- 
na. A much longer period than 
thirteen years will acquire a star in 
the Q&g.—Ex. 



Athletics for Schoolchildren. 



Over a score of cities have started 
organ i/.ai ions similar in scope to 
tbe Public Schools Athletic League 
of New York, and it seems certain 
that before long the movement will 
spread over the entire country, Dr. 
Luther Halsey Giilick, one of the 
Founders of the League, des<;riben 
its metlKKls in an inspiring article 
In the August Lafyfmicutt'n. 

" While it is true that most cities 
need larger areas for play — the en- 
deavor to produce them should not 
be sla<!kened — the greater need is 
to discover what it is possible to do 
In the free spacs that are available 
and under the conditions thai 
exist," says Dr. Gulick. "The 
successful way in which class- 
rooms, basements, roofs, and the 
street are utilized in the badge and 
(^lasH athlelicH that have been de- 
scribed demonstraieH that the solu- 
tion of the athletic problem is not 
so wholly dependent upon the pos- 
session of large playgrountis or ex- 
tensive athletic fields as has usual- 
ly t>een supposed. We all recognize 
that a school building is not a 
whool. Neirher does a playground 
equipped with appuratns mean Ihat 
Ihe children of the neighborhood 
are having all the play they need. 
In both cases, there must be an 
adultorgani'Aation, a body of experts 
wbo will not only administer the 
funds, but give thought and lalnir 
to devising the best way of making 
use of given ediu^ational and recrea- 
tional opportunities, and make sure 
that they are enjoyed by tbe greatest 
possible number. 

" It Is mainly as a demonstration 
of tbe importanoe of organization 
in athletics that the work of the 
Public Schools Athletic League of 
New York is signifioanl. In a city 
where, more than any other in 
America, formidable space obstacles 
oppose the enjoyment ol games 
and sports, the I.eague has been 
able to develope, with compara- 
tively slight ex|)ense, abundant 
athletic opportunilies for the whole 
sohiMil population. 

" 'i'he value of organir<ed athletics 
does not couslst alone in the physi- 
cal develo|>emeut which they pro- 
mote; even the conventional, cham- 
pionship sports, in their stimula- 
tion of school loyalty, exercise an 
influence upon the whole pupil 
bo<ly that is more worth while than 
the benefits obtained by those who 
actually enter the competilions. 
In an Justilutiuu where tbe athletie 
spirit is strong, wdiool spirit is 
strong, and school work is likely to 
be of a high quality. In the badge 
test and class athletics the League 
has dsvised an outlet for the prim 
eval Instinct feelings of vast num- 
bers o( boys and girls in ways that 
are feasible under urbau condi 
lions. By imposing carefully con- 
sidered scholastic requirements, it 
has eliminated the prestige of the 
semi truant and developed higher 
moral standards among school- 
children generally.

Cotton. 

Cotton grows in the south. It 
can not grow in a cold climate A 
man who rasises cotton, is a planter. 
In the spring, he plows the grounds 
and sows the seeds in long rows. 
Ho does not sow the seeds until the 
frost is all gone. Ho coveis the 
seeds with dirt. The rain falls on 
the ground, and sunshine warms 
Ihe seeds. After awhile little plants 
(;ome from thuiu. The plauts glow 
all summer. They are usually 
three or four feet tall. They have 
pretty piuk and while blossoms on 
them. The blossoms tall off aud 
green pods bcKin to grow. The 
[tods are called bolls. The bolls 
grow until they are about as large 
as a hen's egg. 

Ill Ihe fall, the loaves and bolls 
turn brown. Tho bulls burst open 
and the soft, white cotton comes 
and hangs from I hem. The cotton 
fields are pretty. 

On the large plantations, negro 
men, women and children pick the 
cotton. They carry large sacks. 
When they are full they are emp- 
tied into large baskets. At night 
the cottonpickors carry their bas- 
kets to sheds. The planter weighs 
Ihe cotton. He sends the cotton to 
a gin. The cotton is pressed into 
laige bales. It is sent to a factory 
where it is cleaned and made into 
thread and cloth. 

The seeds are seut to an nil mill. 
They are crushed by heavy ma- 
chinery. The hulls are separated 
fioni the yellow meal. The meal 
is cookeil, then pressed. Oil comes 
from the meal. 

The oil is used in making lard, 
soap and other things. The hulls 
and meals are fed to cattle. Some- 
times the meal is used to fertilize 
land.

Itlovius: Piclures. 

The moving pictures now so much 
in vogue, which are a source of de- 
light to both old and young, are not 
moving pictures, at all. They only 
seem to move. They are, in fact, 
u sort of optical delusion and illu- 
sion, based upon the law of optics, 
Ihat the eye retains tho scene for a 
fraction of a second after the object 
has been removed. 

Moving pictures aie a series of 
pictures, taken In rapid succession, 
of an object in different positions. 
These are then reproduced upon 
Ihe s<!reen so rapidly that a now 
pictuie is presented before Ihe eye 
lias lost the imago of the preceding 
one, with the result that the objects 
in the picture seem to be moving. 

What brought about the inven- 
tion that resulted in the present 
perfected moving pictures is thus 
<les(!iibed by the Chifut/o 'h'ibune. 

In 189C Sir John Herschel asked 
his friend, Chnrlea Babbage, how 
he would show both sides of n shil- 
ling at once. Babbage replied by 
taking a shilling from his pocket 
and holding It before a minor. 

This did not satisfy Sir John, who 
set tho shilling spinning on a large 
table, at the same time pointing 
out that If Ihe eye Is placed on a 
level with a rotating coin both sides 
can be seen at once.

'rise UKlleadel lll«Biorlal. 

It is proposed to create a memoi ial 
to the late Uev. Thomas Uallaudet, 
D.D., by the erectiou of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church lot 
Deaf'Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, Jost west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some tweuty-flve feet back from the 
Hue of the -street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church ediUce and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped duiiug his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his uauu tias always 
been asMociated. This was not pei- 
uiitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to blm that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mates. 

The new l>uilding will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-tire feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
live feet iu depth. It will be three 
stories iu height, with a basement, 
«ud will be used tor tKe social, re- 
ligious and i'ldustrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Ualiau- 
det M«iuoriai I'arish Building'.' will 
be about (30,U0U, and the building 
Itself, in its position aud purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
tiilent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
